Interested in Revision. 


Asked if he was working in the in- 
terest of a new charter to take the 
place of the one drawn by Aldermen 
John E. MeClelland, John S. Candler 
and Attorney Charles T. Hopkins, Mr. 
(‘hambers declared that he was not. He 
said that he was interested in the char- 
ter revision scheme, but not actively 
engaged in framing it. 

Tiose who have had “a peep” at 
the substitute charter say that it elim- 
inates the referendum and recall which 
Rives the entire people an opportunity 
to have a word to say. 

Councilman Claude I, .Ashley, of the 
fourth ward, has an amendment which 
is said to have been incorporated in 
this charter since the meeting of the 
committee of twenty-five last Tuesday. 
It provides that the mayor and mem- 
bers of council and the aldermanic 
board shall not be e)’zible to hold of- 
fice until two years‘after the charter 
goes into effect. 

The amendment was framed by Coun- 
cilman Ashley, last Tuesday, but owing 
to the confusion which followed the 
various discussions, he was unable to 
have it offered. If adopted the amend- 
ment will legislate Mayor Woodward 
and every member of the present gen- 
eral council out of office. 

Trying to Embarrass Mayor. 

The mayor says that the men who 
are behind the substitute charter are 
working all sorts of schemes to em- 
barrass him. 

“But I am not afraid to let the char- 
ter go to the people,” he says. 

Advocates of the substitute charter 
Sav that the legislative and admin- 
istrative features of the charter are 
Similar in many respects to the char- 
ter under which Atlanta is operating 
now. It is understood that council Is 
cut. down, and several boards are 
abolished. The charter does not give 
the mayor the same amount of ad- 
ministrative power as the revised char- 
ter. 

Much of the fight against the char- 
ter now in the hands of the commit- 
tee will center on the clause which ex- 
cludes stockholders in public utility 
corporations from holding office. The 
mén who drew the charter say they 
will make a fight to keep it in. : 

if the opponents of the revised 
charter muster enough strength to 
show a fight it will be aimed princi- 
pally at the recall.

EX-EMPRESS OF CHINA 
JOINS HER ANCESTORS 


Ye Ho Na La, Attended by Na- 
tive Doctor, Dies of Ailment 
Resembling Appendicitis. 


Pekin, February 22.—Ye Ho Na La, 
empress dowager of China, died at 2:30 
o'clock this morning. She was the 
widow of Emperor Kwangsu, who died 
November 13, 1908. 

The empress had been ill only a few 
days. The actual cause of the death 
is unknown but is said the symptoms 
of her ailment

about to remove to the inner portion of 
the Forbidden City to make room for 
the government in the eastern portion.

Ye Ho Na La was a daughter of Kwi 
Siang, a Manchurian girl. She married 
Emperor Kwangsu in 1889. She was 48 
years old and the niece of the late 
Empress Dowager Tsu Hsl. 

Tsu Hsi, who always had hampered 
the Emperor Kwangsu with slavish at- 
tentions, made the most important 
event in his life the choosing of his 
bride. As a preliminary she picked out 
about 200 candidates and set the mem- 
bers of the board of rights to work in- 
quiring into the horoscope of each, 
When these “officers who inquire into 
heaven” had selected about a dozen 
likely candidates from the lot Tsu Hsi 
had them come and live at the palace 
until by her observation of their char- 
acters at first hand she could pick out 
the most fitting one. The final choice 
fell upon Ye Ho Na La. The marriage 
ceremony was performed with great 
pomp and ceremonial. 

With the deaths of her 
the Dowager Empress Tsu 
two days of each other in 
Na La became dowager empress. With 
the accession of the baby emperor, Pu 
Yi Yas, son of Prince Chun, and the 
commencement of the reform movement 
which resulted finally in China becom- 
ig a republic, Ye Ho Na La never had 
the sway in government that fell to 
the lot of her predecessors. 

Ye Ho Na La abdicated February 12 
of last year with the emperor, Pu Yi, 
and the other members of the Manchu 
dynasty.

At the trial 
it was show'n that frantic efforts were 
made to reach the doctor by telephone, 
but the central did not furnish the 
proper connection and while waiting 
for the doctor to arrive Mrs. Glauson 
died childbirth. Physicians testi- 
fied her life could undoubtedly 
have been saved if the doctor had 
reached her in time. 

The telephone company argues that 
it is not liable for disasters that may 
be caused by failing to obtain connec- 
tions, and in former supreme court 
decisions this position has been up- 
held. Judges Russell, Hill and Pottle, 
of the court of appeals, desire in the 
Glauson case, however, further evi- 
dence before rendering their decision, 
as it is felt that the case will be one 
of great importance as a precedent.

Memphis? Tenn., February 21.—Neal 
Borum, deputy marshal of the town of 
Collierville, Tenn., near Memphis, was

Section 5 of the postoffice appro- 
priation bill for. the current fiscal 
year provides that after March “‘‘let- 
ter carriers in city delivery service 
and clerks in first and second-class 
postoffices shall not be required to 
work -more than eight.hours’a day,” 
and declares that the “eight hours of 
service shall not extend over a longer 
period that ‘ten consecutive hours.” In 
an emergency letter carriers in city 
delivery service and clerks in first 
and’ second-class offices, the bill pro- 
vides, can be required to put in: more 
than eight hours, but they are to re- 
ceive extra pay in “proportion to their 
fixed salaries.” Also Sunday service, 
if absolutely necessary, can be 
quired, but the carrier or clerk must 
be “allow@i compensatory time on 
one of the six days following.” 

Pestmaster McKee will ask the de- 
partment for at least twenty addi- 
tional carriers ready for duty when 
the eight-hour law comes into effect. 

While the clerical force in the post- 
office is not near so ldrge as the car- 
riers’ force the new law hits that force 
just as hard, and Postmastee McKee 
hopes to be able to convince~ the de- 
partment that he must have additional 
clerks in almost the same proportion.

Mexico City, February 21.—It is cer-— 
tain that the new adminigtration in 
Mexico must deal with a new revolu- 
tion in addition to the remnants of 
the old' one. Three governors of states 
in the republic formally have refused 
to recognize Provisional President 
Huerta, and two or three others are 
doubtful. 

Venestiano Carranza, governor of 
the state of Coahulia, with 1,200 men, 
is working with Emiliao and Rab 
Raulo Madero, brothers of the de- 
posed president, who are at San Pedro, 
Madero’s old home near Satillo, which 
is Carranga’s base. Jose Cayou, for- 
mer governor of Sonora, has tele- 
graphed from Mexicali to Governor 
Maytorena, of Sonora, offering him 
3,000 men and 2,000,000 pesos to re- 
store Madero to office. 

Governor Maytorna has telegrahped 
the senate and Provisional President 
Huerta repudiating the new adminis- 
tration. 

The governor of Yutican, ignorant 
of the death of Gustavo Madero, has 
wired him offering the services of 
1,200 men and money to assist in a 
new revolution.

5. Provision should be made so that 
capable and honest’ city inspectors 
Shall be placed in responsible charge 
of all work done and: materials fur- 
These inspectors should be 
taken from a civil service Hst of ap- 
pointees and should be constantly 
present when constructive work is in 
progress. 

Finally, it would seem to your com- 
mittée that as early as possible a 
charter revision permitting a complete 
reorganization that would take the 
engineering department out of poll- 
tics and provide for its organization 
along modern lines is decidedly the 
need of the hour. Until this is done 
no permanent relief may be expected.

The Georgia Railway and Power 
Company Ordered to “Ex- 
plain” by March 12. 


As a‘ result of complaints against 
the street car service being furnished 
Atianta by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, the railroad commis- 
sion issued an order yesterday calling 
on the company to “explain.” 

Issued on the initiative of the com- 
mission, the order is said to be the 


beginning of a searching probe of the 
Atlanta street car system which the 
commission will conduct, and which 


will possibly result in many changes 
and more adequate service. The order 
calls upon the company to furnish de- 
tailed information as to routes, sched- 
ules, tabulated statements from con- 
ductors’ trip reports during the rush, 
hours, seating capacity of cars and 
number of fares collected per trip. 

Report Wanted by March 12. 

The report is called for by 
twelfth of March, and must be 
mished under oath by the officials. The 
order is said by many to indicate that 
the commission believes the street car 
company is not keeping pace with the 
growth of Atlanta.

PATCHING PEACHTREE. 

The “up the hill and down again” process 
of patching Peachtree is on again. 

For a year or more holes have been 
wearing in the surface of the asphalt pav- 
ing that never should have been ac- 
cepted, and when the chief of construction, 
after conference with the city attorney, 
advised the street committee that the city 
is clearly liable for damages for accidents 
resulting from these holes, it was concluded 
that emergent action was necessary. 

So the construction department resorts 
to its only alternative—filling the holes 
with ground rock, the idea being to pro- 
tect vehicles from wreckage, as well as to 
do away with a mile or so of water pools, 
‘most of which are so large as to endanger 
the life of a child who might fall in one 
of them. 

And what happens? 

In one day’s time the temporary filling 
is loosened and washed out by the rain or 
knocked out by passing vehicles. It re- 
quired only a day to prove that the combti- 
nation of rain and traffic would make a 
farce of this sort of repair work—and yet 
council members stand blithely by and say 
that they will “see that the work is rushed 
when the county begins.” 

Was there ever such a 
lessness ” 

If the city cannot attend to its affairs 
any better than this why not turn the 
whole business over to the county? 

It seems that the only possible relief 
for the Peachtree situation 1s in the pledge 
of the county commissioners to make this 
the first of its spring paving work. The 
activities of the board can certainly be 
devoted to no more needy undertaking. 

The condition of the thoroughfare that 
has always been one of Atlanta’s most 
notable assets is disgraceful. 

If council had demanded long ago that 
the work of repair of this and other streets 
had been continuously done as required 
thousands of dollars would have been saved 
the city, for by regular attention all paved 
streets can be maintained at a standard of 
utility for several years longer than those 
that are utterly neglected. 

As it is now this and other streets have 
passed the point where patching will an- 
swer the purpose. 

Did ever a city labor under the burden 
of such a monstrously inefficient system of 
government?

THE PHYSICAL VALUATION BILL. 


Since state and national railway com- 
missions have been struggling with the 
problems of fair and just rates of service, 
the value of the property held by corpora- 
tions whose affairs were being regulated 
has been a disputed point. 

Even the most fanatical 
corporate regulation would not deny to the 
corporation a fair return on the value of 
the property. 

But what was a fair value was a subject 
of endless dispute. Outstanding securities, 
more or less watered, would not furnish a 
safe basis for the estimate. The original 
cost twenty-five or fifty years ago affords 
no accurate means of judging present mar- 
ket values. The cost of reproduction 
was another element in the equation which 
must be figured on. 

But this much-desired information is 
finally to be secured by the interstate com- 
merce commission, if the senate passes the 
Adamson physical valuation bill now before 
it with a favorable committee report. 

Every separate piece of property of all 
the various public utility corporations sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the commission 
is to be valued if this’ bill becomes a law. 
Original cost, present market value, cost of

reproduction, outstanding stocks and bonds, 
and the value of grants of rights of way, 
easements and leases are to be put down 
for the guidance of. rate regulating bodies. 

In figuring on the cost in time and 
money to the government, no accounting 
has been made of the cost to the corpora- 
tions in aiding this investigation, yet they 
will be put to an expense exceeding that 
of the government. The main concern of 
the public utility corporations seems to be 
that the valuation shall be a fair one. 
Anything‘ else would be not only unfair, but 


dangerous. 


AN OFF-YEAR CONVENTION. 


The proposal to hold a republican na- 
tional convention during the fall of this 
year to endeavor to reach some basis of 
agreement, adopt a new declaration of 
principles and agree upon a reduction from 
southern states in the next republican con- 
vention, is more interesting as a declara- 
tion of hopes than important as indicating 
a coming coalition. 

Any man familiar with the practical 
side of politics will understand the diffi- 
culty of getting out a dress parade con- 
vention in an off year. 

The republican national convention 
must first agree to call such a national 
gathering, which would probably select 
another national committee. 

Among the other questions to be settled 
would be the reduction of southern repre 
sentation in the next republican national 
convention called to nominate a president. 
This excellent suggestion has been made 
at every convention for years, but the ad- 
ministration forces, or the “ins,” usually 
controlled the southern delegates, and the 
change could not be effected. Only a 
meeting such as is proposed for this year 
could ever bring about the reduction de- 
sired by the solid republican states of the 
north. 

The southern delegates will be slow to 
make up their minds to sacrifice the time 
and expense necessary to attend their own 
political funeral. 

The futility of bringing together the far 
scattered ranks of the republican forces is 
apparent to anybody. Men like La Follette 
Cummins and Poindexter are much 
closer in thought and principle to the 
democratic party than they are to the 
party of Root and Cannon and Payne and 
Dalzell.

RESTRICTING IMMIGRATION. 


Wise restriction of immigration to this 
country, to prevent our shores from be- 
coming the dumping ground of the “scum 
and scourings of Europe,” is one of the 
most vexing of national problems. 

It will be hard to frame an immigration 
law that will not work injustice and op- 
pression somewhere and deprive this 
country of citizens who would aid greatly 
in its upbuilding. 

When President Taft sent 
senate the Burnett immigration bill 
out his approval because it barred immi- 
grants who were illiterate, he met the 
views of a large number of people who 
want free entry for men of sound bodies 
and sound minds, regardless of literacy. 

Representatives in congress from the 
yet undevelaped west, where railroads are 
to be built and mines worked, asked for 
raw labor. The educated men are not the 
ones who will work in the coal mines and 
rolling mills and grade the rights of way 
of railroads and lay rails. 

Many of our own native-born American 
citizens, even in the south, it must be 
confessed, could not meet the requirements 
of the immigration law which the president 
vetoed. 

In telling the house that the Pacific 
coast needed more labor, Representative 
Kahn, of California, brought this forcibly 
to the attention of Representative Burnett, 
of Alabama, chairman of the committee 
which reported the bill, when he gaid that 
11 per cent of the white citizens of Ala- 
bama are illiterate. 

The country wants more people, but it 
also wants the right kind of pegple, and 
the problem of shutting out undesirables 
is going to be an embarrassing one for 
President Wilson, in view of his known 
views on this subject and his pre-election 
expressions.

| against Great Britain. 


By E. J. Edwards. |

OF YESTERDAY, garnered from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions of the “human interest” sort to 
American history, these articles have a dis- 
tinctive value all their own, 


The late J. M. Requa, who was a member 
of a prominent American mercantile and 


shipping house at the time of ~~ civil war, 
was accustomed in the 
later years of his life to 
tell his friends many 
interesting anecdotes 
that illustrated the de- 
struction of the com- 
merce of, the United 
States by the confeder- 
ate privateers. 

Mr. Requa always 
spoke in words of great 
admiration of the late 
John M. Forbes, of Bos- 
ton, for he believed that 
it was due largely to 
the efforts of Mr. 
Forbes that the great 
naval rams which were 
constructed in British 
navy yards were pre- 
vented from going to E. J. Edwards. 
sea and breaking the blockade of the south- 
ern ports. 

“Tam sorry to say,” Mr. Requa would re- 
mark, “that the services of John M. Forbes 
to the United States have never received 
proper recognition. He was a pioneer in the 
construction of railroads in the west. His 
courage and perseverance secured the neces- 
sary capital with which what is now the 
Central Michigan railroad was built from 


Detroit to Chicago, and it was he who con- 
ceived and began what is now the Burling- 
ton railroad system. 

“Important as were Mr. Forbes’ services 
to the American people in the development 
of railway systems which opened up much of 
the west, I sometimes think that they were 
not equal in value to the service he ren- 
dered at the time of the civil war. 

“The Lairds had built, 
powerful steamers, so constructed that they 
would be able to ram a wooden vessel so 
effectually as to cause it to sink. These rams 
were to be used as a part of the important 
strategy worked out by the leaders of the 
confederacy. They were so built as to make 
it inevitable that they would destroy the 
wooden warships with which the federal gov- 
ernment was blockading the southern ports. 

“Mr. Forbes communicated with a promi- 
nent shipping merchant of Liverpool with 
whom our own house had frequent and very 
satisfactory dealings. Mr. Forbes asked this 
Liverpool merchant, who had great personal 
and political influence, to call upon Lord 
Palmerston and say to him that ff the Brit- 
ish government permitted those rams to de- 
part from the shipyards the United States 
would inevitably be obliged to declare war 


“I remember almost the exact words 
which Mr. Forbes used in his communication, 
for they were afterward repeated to me by 
my friend. Mr. Forbes said: ‘You may say 
to Lord Palmerston that the United States 
was upon the verge of declaring war upon 
Great Britain when the British government 
permitted the privateers Alabama to put to 
sea and to begin the destruction of American 
commerce. You may say, further, that it 
was thought best to wait and see what 
Britain would do in respect to the rams 
which are Just completed. These rams, you 
can tell Lord Palmerston, would in the course 
of a few months completely bréak the block- 
ade of the southern ports. If that blockade 
is broken the war between the states may 
last ten years. It is vital to the success of 
the union arms that the blockade be main- 
tained.’ 

“My friend, in reply to Mr. Forbes, asked 
what he should say to Lord Palmerston if 
the prime minister wanted to know what 
Great Britain would do with the rams in case 
the government barred thelr departure. 

‘*You can tell him,’ Mr. Forbes replied. 
‘that the best thing Great Britain can do is 
to buy the rams and utilize them for its own 
navy.’ 

“My friend did have a long consultation 
with Lord Palmerston, and when he said, in 
reply to Palmerston’s inquiry, ‘What shall we 
do with these arms if we retain them?” Mr. 
Forbes suggested he buy them, for they 
would make a valuable addition to the Brit- 
ish navy. 

“Palmerston’s manner indicated that he 
had been convinced of the justice of the 
American position. Within a short time the 
British government forbade the departure of 
these rams from the shipyard, and after 
awhile the government took the rams over. 

“But for this action of Mr. Forbes we 
should probably have been involved in a war 
with Great Britain, and it is not improbable 
that the confederacy would have been estab- 
lished.”

ANTIQUITY 


WHERE WAS SOLOMON’S 
TEMPLE LOCATED? 


The most important temple of all antiquity 
was that built by King Solomon about the 
year 966 B. C. and which was destroyed by 
Nebuchadnessar in 586 B. C. 

Through a motive of pride David had 
commanded the numbering of his people in 
punishment of which God decimated the 
Israelites by a pestilence. One day the King 
saw near the threshing floor of Ornam the 
Jebusite angel about to strike the people of 
the city, whereupon David humbled himself 
before the Lord who forgave him and stayed 
the plague. 

The king hastened to purchase the prop- 
erty of the Jebusite for fifty sicles of: silver 
and built an altar on the threshing-floor, 
upon which he offered holocausts and peace 
offerings. This hill, which is the Mount 
Moria of Genesis, was thenceforth destined 
to be the site of the Temple of Jehovah, for 
which David had already amassed great 
treasures, but the building of which was re- 
served to Solomon. 

As hitherto the Hebrews had not culti- 
vated the arts, Solomon addressed himself to 
Hiram, King of Tyre in Phoenicia, to obtain 
builders and skillful workers in stone, brass 
and the cedar and cypress wood of Lebanon. 
After seven and a half years of toil the 
king was able to dedicate solemnly. the tem- 
ple of the true God. Near the sacred pre- 
cincts he afterwards bullt large buildings, 
among which the Bible makes special men- 
tion of the palace of the king, that of the 
queen, Pharoah’s daughter, the house of 
the forest, the porch of the throne and that 
of pillars. 

No one has been able to determine just 
where this Solomon's Temple stood. Ac- 
cording to Jewish tradition it was erected 


on the highest point of Mount Moria, while 
the royal quarters were built south of this 
exposure and on a lower level. It is gener- 
ally admitted that the sacred rock in the 
center of the mosque of Omar formed the 
foundation of the altar of holocausts in the 
temple of Jerusalem. On this hill, according 
to ancient tradition, Abraham made ready 
to sacrifice his son Isaac, and here, near the 
threshing-floor, which, according to custom, 
was situated at the highest point. David 
erected an altar to the Lord. If this promi- 
nent rock fs constantly spared at the vartous 
rebuildings of the platform it must have been 
because of its associations. Moreover, ft eo 
responds to all the, requirements of Exodus 
for the altar of holocausts. 

Some writers have tried to minimize Sol- 
omon’s work as a builder and claim his 
temple would not stand a moment’s com- 
parison with the smallest and humblest of 
the present day cathedrals. Insignificant fn 
size it certainly was. but it must not be for- 
gotten its costly splendor, the remote ‘age 
in which the work was achieved and the 
truly stupendous construction which the de- 
sign required. 

Of the external aspect of the building tn 
Solomon’s day we know nothing. We can- 
not even tell whether it had one level roof. 
or whether the Holy of Holies was like a 
lower chancel at the end of it: nor whether 
the roof was flat, or as the rabbis say, rigid: 
nor whether the outer surface of the three- 
storied chambers which surrounded it was 
of stone, or planked with cedar, or overlaid 
with plinths of gold and silver; nor whether, 
in any case, it was ornamented with carv- 
ings or left blank, nor whether the cornices 
only were decorated with open flowers like 
the Assyrian rosettes. Nor do we know with 
certainty whether it was supported within by 
pillars. 

On the important points as to the site of 
the temple the earliest authorities are silent. 
It is practically acknowledged, however, that 
the whole complex of buildings erected by 
Solomon stood along the crest of the eastern 
hill, crowned by the temple at the highest 
point. This is undoubtedly the site. assigned 
to the temple by the oldest extant tradition. 
The alternative view. associated in recent 
times with Shick and Conder, which places 
the most holy place, or inner shrine of the 
temple, over the Sakhara, has now few advo- 
cates. A third site, within the present 
Haram era, but toward its southwest angle, 
favored by Ferguson, and others, is open to 
even more serious objection, and: has no 
prominent advocate at the present time. It 
will likely never be known where stood this

WASHINGTON’S BIRTH- 
DAY.

This is the 22d day of February, but very 
few people in the United States would rec- 
ognize it by that name any more than they 


would know what “the twenty-fifth of De- 


cember” meant. 

The 22d of February bas a nickname in 
this country. It is ‘‘Washington’'s birthday.” 
Only a few men are powerful enough to 
make one of the days in the calendar fa- 
mous. Before Washingon’s time, the 22d of 
February was an ordinary scrub day, with 
no reputation, and was usually cursed for its 
temperature. Now people look forward to it 
for months, especially banqueters, and little 
children learn pieces to speak at school in its 
honor. 

That’s what Washington did for the 22d 
of February. He was always doing some- 
thing nice for somebody. He made it possi- 
ble for the poor, freezing, homesick British 
soldiers to go home to England, and he took 
the infant United States at its most critical 
period and nursed, instructed and spanked 
it into good sense and promise. 

All of these facts are celebrated on Wash- 
ington’s birthday. But most of all we cele- 
brate the fact that Washington had a birth- 
day. If Washington had been omitted from 
the vital statistics of the colonies, there is no 
telling what would have happened to us. A 
great many men have been richer than Wash- 
ington was. Several have been better sol- 
diers and a number have been better states- 
men. But we do not celebrate their birth- 
days with flags and speeches and eleven- 
course banquets. We do not take one of our 
precious 365 days and name it for any one of 
them. It takes more than wealth, states- 
manship and shoulder-straps to acquire a 
deathless and inspiring birthday. 

If Washington had thought more about 
the peril to wealth and business when the 
revolution opened, he would have stayed on 
his plantation and let his birthday go hang. 
If he had been a politician he would have 
spent the winter lobbying in Philadelphia 
instead of wrestling in prayer at Valley 
Forge. If he had had a streak of yellow as 
narrow as a Piece of baby ribbon, he would 
have used his influence to bring about peace, 
with concessions, and would have become a 
British duke instead of remaining the only 
man in the country with a price on his head. 
If he had thought of his own prospects and 
fought in his own interests, he would have 
taken his doll things back to Virginia a 
dozen times when the opposition, which was 
snugly out of range of the enemy, kept ham- 
mering him. If he had had an itch for glory, 
he would have pulled a few wires and be- 
come a king, instead of becoming the presi- 
dent of a punk and husted republic with a

ARTOPE NOT GUILTY

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Southern League Moguls to 
Adopt Playing Dates--Fight 
Expected—Writers to Or- 


ganize. 


The spring meeting of the Southern 
league will be held today in Chatta- 
nooga 2t the Hotel Patten, the session 
to be called to order by President 
Kavanaugh this morning. 

President Callaway, Manager Smith 
and Secretary Parker, accompanied by 
the newspaper scribes, left for the 
meeting Friday afternoon. 

The adoption of the proposed sched- 
ule as submitted by the schedule 
committee, the members of which 
were Coleman, of Memphis; Frank, of 
New Orleans; Colsson, of Mobile, and 
Andrews, of Chattanooga, is the prin- 
cipal and most vital piece of business 
to come uD. 

The proposed dates have not met 
with the approval of some of the 
clubs, principally the locals, who will 
lead a strenuous fight on its adop- 
tion. 

Principal Objections. 

The principal objections that the 
local club has to offer to the sched- 
ule are (1) the excessive mileage in 
comparison with some of the other 
towns; (2) the early opening and clos- 
ing; (8) the absence of off days On 
long road trips; (4) several other 
minor kicks. 

The proposed schedule makes the 
Southern league look like a bush or- 
ganization, not a Class A league. The 
idea of a league of the size of the 
Southern having @ playing season that 
runs less than five months is a joke. 

Opening April 10 is entirely too 
early, as the weather is entirely too 
uncertain at that stage of the year. 
Closing on September 7 will knock 
the teams out of much good weather 
in the early part of that month. 

The Chattanooga moguls claim that 
Atlanta’s kick on mileage is not well 
founded, owing to the location of the 
cities. Chattanooga travels on her 
trips in a circle. Atlanta jumps back 
and forth over the same territory. 
There is no such marked difference 
in the location of the two cities as 
Andrews would make one believe. 

Secretary A. B. Parker, of the At- 
lanta club, has compiled a counter 
schedule that will be presented to the 
league, which may be adopted as a 
compromise df the clubs fight the first 
one. 

In this schedule the league is to 
open April 17 and close September 
20, every town in the league gets one 
or two more Saturdays at home, the 
same if they play Sunday ball and 
each team on the road draws more of 
the Sunday games than the proposed 
Andrews’ schedule shows. 

In fact, as a whole, Mr. Parker’s 
schedule benefits every club in the 
league in some respect, makes the 
schedule run longer, open and close 
later, as it should; inserts some off 
days On long trips and reduces the 
mileage of every club over last year. 

Even President Andrews, of the 
Chattanooga club, is quoted in The 
Chattanooga Times as saying that he 
favors the new Atlanta document, 
having only a few minor objections 
that could easily be straightened out. 

If Mr. Parker's schedule is adopted 
it will be a great boost for the rising 
young business man. 

The Limits, 

Second only to the fight on the 
schedule will be the fight on the adop- 
tion of the rule requiring the clubs 
to cut down to the player and salary 
limit on the opening day, a recent 
rule adopted by the’ national board 
for Clase A leagues. 

Such a state of affairs works a 
hardship on managers. The weather 
in the epring is at best poor; in fact, 
half of the days of March and early 
April are rainy. This occasions many 
practice postponements, How can a 
manager pick a team within a month’s 
time under such conditions? 

The meeting will be adjourned at 4 
o'clock in the afternoon and the en- 
tire party, moguls, scribes and all will 
be driven in autos to the country home 
of Manager Elberfeld, of the Chatta- 
nooga team, on Walden’s Ridge, where 
a big barbecue will be served. 

Writers to Organize. 

The sporting writers of the South- 
ern league will also hold a meeting 
in connection with the league meet- 
ing. An organization will be perfect- 
ed, constitution and by-laws adopted 
and officers elected.

PLENTY OF MOISTURE 
INTHE WHEAT FELD 


This Had Bearish Influence and 
Market Closed Steady 
But Lower. 


Chicago, February 21.—Adequate 
Snow and rain in the dry sections west 
and southwest today more than offset 
the effect of export demand for wheat. 
The market closed steady, but \% to % 
net lower. Corn finished % to *@% 
up; oats with a gain of a shade to %, 
and provisions varying from last 
night's level to 7%@l10c decline. 

Besides having a bearish influence 
on the crop outlook, the storms inter- 
fered with wire service, and were held 
partly responsible for a lack of buying 
orders in the wheat pit. Indisposition 
to increase commitments previous to a 
pair of holidays counted also against 
the bull side. Although it developed 
that exporters both here and at Omaha 
were still active, the upturn that re- 
sulted proved brief. In addition, 
heavier receipts were in sight at Du- 
luth, and there was good authority for 
a larger estimate of the surplus in Ar- 
gentina. Primary receipts of wheat 
for one day were 794,000 bushels, 
against 879,000 two days a year ago; 
clearances of wheat and flour equalled 
55,000 bushels. 

Corn prices hardened, because the 
weather delayed rural sales. Big pur- 
Chases made here by Baltimore ex- 
porters cut a figure, too, in helping 
prices. 

Oats, though dull, reflected the corn 
strength. 

Renewal curtailment of the hog sup- 
ply at leading centers brought about a 
bulge tn provisions. Demand, however, 
fell off and the market closed weak.

LOVE AFFAIR AT END 
WHEN JUDGE BINDS 
OVER TWO LOVERS 


Recorder Broyles put a temporary 
end to what he termed the “disgrace- 
ful love affair” of Mrs. Lula MclIvet, a 
middle-aged woman, and 22-year-old T. 
B. Pinkston, when yesterday afternoon 
he bound the couple over to higher 
courts under the charge of disorderly 
and immoral conduct. 

Quite a fight was waged by attor- 
neys for the youth and woman and 
thé trial was not without excitement. 
More than one hundred men and boys 
crowded around the rostrum, eager to 
hear the sordid details of the relations 
between the woman and man, the latter 
of whom, several days previously, had 
spurned her public offer of marriage. 

Witnesses appeared who stated that. 
Mrs. Mclvet had assaulted young 
Pinkston with a hatpin when they met 
at Pryor and Decatur streets, several 
months ago, and that the youth had 
escaped only when he appéaled to. 
Detectives Pate and Rosser, who hap- 
pened along in time. 

Others testified that the two had 
lived at a Fair street boarding house 
for several weeks as “Mr. and Mrs. 
Pinkston,” and that they finally were 
forced to move by the landlady, who 
requested that they either produce 
their marriage certificate or vacate the

The Pinkston-MclIvet affair has been | 


aired in police court for more than a 
year. The first case was tried. when 
the parents of the boy had the woman 
arrested because she persisted in be- 


‘stowing upon him her constant atten- 


tion. 
Attorneys for Mrs. Melvet endeavor- 


ed to cast upon the court the burden 
of proof in ascertaining whether or 
not Pinkston and the woman were real- 
ly married. Intimating that they were 
man and wife, her counsel strove to 
have the court produce proof to the ef- 
fect that a marriage either had or — 
pot occurred.
